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CREDO FOR LIBRARIANS 






Because of the importance to libraries of President Hisenhower's 
informal statement about "book-burners" delivered on June 14 at 

Dartmouth College, and his letter of June 24 to ALA President Downs, 
we are reprinting them herewith: 






According to The New York Times transcription, President Eisen- 
hower said: 









"Don't join the book burners. Don't think you are going to con- 
ceal thoughts by concealing evidence that they ever existed. Don't 
be afraid to go to the library and read every book, so long as that 
document does not offend our own ideas of decency. That should be 
the only censorship. 

"How will we defeat communism unless we know what it is? What 
it teaches-—-why does it have such an appeal for men? Why are so 
many people swearing allegiance to it? It's almost a religion, al- 
beit one of the nether regions. 

"Now we have got to fight it with something better. Not try 
to conceal the thinking of our own people. They are part of America 
and even if they think ideas that are contrary to ours they have a 
right to have them, a right to record them and a right to have them 
in places where they are accessible to others, It is unquestioned 
or it is not America, "

Dear Dr. Downs: 
























Thank you for your letter of June fifteenth. I am glad to know 
of the annual conference of the American Library Association conven- 
ing this week and of the spirit of conscientious citizenship ruling 
its deliberation. 

Our librarians serve the precious liberties of our nation: free- 
dom of inquiry, freedom of the spoken and the written word, freedom 
of exchange of ideas. 

Upon these clear principles, democracy depends for its very life, 
for they are the great sources of knowledge and enlightenment. And 
knowledge--full, unfettered knowledge of its own heritage, of free- 
dom's enemies, of the whole world of men and ideas--this knowledge 
is a free people's surest strength. 

The converse is just as surely true. A democracy smugly dis- 
dainful of new ideas would be a sick democracy. A democracy chron- 
ically fearful of new ideas would be a dying democracy. 

For all these reasons, we must in these times be intelligently

alert, not only to the fanatic cunning of Communist conspiracy -—but 
also to the grave dangers in meeting fanaticism with ignorance. for, 
in order to fight totalitarians who exploit the ways of freedom to 
serve their own ends, there are some zealots who -—-with more wrath 
than wisdom—would adopt a strangely unintelligent course. They would 
try to defend freedom by denying freedom's frienis the opportunity of 
studying Communism in its entirety--its plausibilities, its falsities, 
its weaknesses. 

But we know that freedom cannot be served by the devices of the 
tyrant. As it is an ancient truth that freedom cannot be legislated 
into existence, so it is no less obvious that freedom cannot be 
censored into existence, And any who act as if freedom's defenses 
are to be found in suppression and suspicion and fear confess a 
doctrine that is alien to America. 

The libraries of America are and must ever remain the homes of 
free, inquiring minds. To them, our citizens--of all ages and races, 
of all creeds and political persuasions-——-must ever be able to turn 
with clear confidence that there they can freely seek the whole truth, 
unwarped by fashion and uncompromised by expediency. For in such 
whole and healthy knowledge alone are to be found and understood 
those majestic truths of man's nature and destiny that prove to each 
succeeding generation, the validity of freedom.

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PROFESSIONAL TRAINING FOR NEW YORK STATE 
LIBRARIANS

In recent years, the attention of the librarians of New York State 
has been directed largely toward organisational and financial matters. 

In their efforts to secure state aid for libraries, improved personnel 
Classification and the formation of larger units of library service, li- 
brarians and their trustees have met with a high degree of success. If 
our libraries are to take full advantage of the benefits we recently 
have won in those fields, however, we now must turn part of our ener- 
gies toward increasing the flow of competent, trained personnel into our 
libraries. 

The New York State Division of Library Extension estimates that 
each year there are more than 900 librarians' positions to be filled 
in the public and association libraries of this state. After allowance 
has been made for filling the major portion of these openings by pro- 
motion and changes within the State, it can be conservatively estimated 
that 200 new librarians annually are required for the public libraries. 
In addition, institution and special libraries are estimated to need 
260 more librarians, and school libraries another 200, a total of 660. 
With the extension of library service through regional and county library 
systems, the increasing demand for trained personnel for new libraries 
in centralized schools and the expansion of research facilities in in- 
dustries, the demand for competent librarians in New York State probably 
will increase during the next decade. 

New York State is fortunate in its ability to attract library school 
graduates from universities outside its borders, but professional train- 
ing for the major portion of its library personnel, as with its teachers, 
must and should be available within the State. There are presently three 
accredited library schools in private universities and two in New York 
State teachers colleges. Together they produced 164 graduates in 1953.* 
Of their total graduates only 92 took positions in libraries within New 
York State; 50 in public libraries, 17 in school libraries, 21 in college 
and university libraries and 8 in special libraries. Compared to the 
approximately 660 new librarians needed each year in New York State this 
leaves an alarmingly large number of positions constantly vacant. Bring- 
ing in qualified librarians from outside the State to fill the large gap 
between the number of vacant positions and the number of graduates from 
New York State library schools is desirable, but insufficient for New York 
State librarians also are "emigrating," and there is a nation-wide short- 
age of librarians. 

What then can be done to alleviate this critical shortage of librar- 
ians? 

First, the New York Library Association should plan and promote an 
intensive recruiting campaign which will acquaint college and high school 
students with the opportunities in the library profession, To be effec- 


*This figure does not include library science students who take their 
training as a part of their undergraduate work, nor those students at 
Columbia University who completed their M.A. degrees in August, 1953. 
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tive such a campaign must be carried on year after year and enlist the 
help of all of its members. However, these efforts will recruit for our 
library schools neither the number nor caliber of students desired unless 
a@ program suggested in the following points is established. 

Second, the State of New York should offer substantial scholarships 
for study in the field of library science as it has in other professions 
where there are critical personnel shortages. The New York Library 
Association also should expand ita scholarship and loan funds to the 
extent of its ability, but at best it can afford only a very small por- 
tion of the total funds needed. for this purpose. 

Third, a good library school should be established in a large popula- 
tion center in Western New York. The New York City metropolitan area 
has two schools, Albany and environs has one, Syracuse has another. The 
very good library school at Geneseo State Teachers College, the only one 
in Western New York, is set up primarily to train school librarians, and 
it is located too far from any large metropolitan area to permit a sub- 
stantial number of students to reduce expenses by living at home while 
studying. Scholarships will be of great assistance and encouragement 
to students within commuting distance of a library school, but they will 
not bring into library schools the many potentially good students who 
have to find funds for a year's study away from home. 

Provision in Western New York of the library training facilities so 
desperately needed for public and university librarianship probably will 
have to be undertaken by the State of New York. Good library schools 
can seldom, if ever, be supported on tuition fees alone, and it is un- 
likely that any private college or university would undertake the estab- 
lishment of a new library school which would entail the diversion of sub- 
stantial portions of its endowment income from its other schools. It is 
my firm belief, furthermore, that under no circumstances should the quality 
or standards of library education be lowered in the interests of economy. 
All too soon, false economies in training would be reflected in the poor 
service rendered by libraries employing the "short-changed" library school 
graduates. 

Fourth, library boards and administrators must try to improve sala- 
ries and working conditions to the point where librarianship will be at- 
tractive for its material as well as its spiritual and intellectual sat- 
isfactions. 

Without an adequate supply of good, well-trained librarians, the li- 
braries of New York State can never take full advantage of the hard-won 
gains they have achieved in organization and financing. Centralized 
schools can afford good libraries and salaries for trained librarians 
to operate them. County library systems also can afford to supply pro- 
fessional help and good book collections even to their small units. With- 
out a constant and sufficient supply of competent library school gradu- 
ates, however, the magnificent possibilities of improved library service 
can never be realized.

In preparing this list it was impossible to take into consider- 
ation all the good books for children in the fall output of 1953. 
Many books were not ready at the time it was made. My being out of 
town kept me from seeing some that were ready. And a few publish- 
ers did not send any books. The lack of picture books must be 
especially evident. These could not be evaluated from galley sheets. 
The text of Dorothy Lathrop's forthcoming Puffy and the seven leaf 
clover, for instance, made a good impression. It seemed better, how- 
ever, to list only picture books that had been seen in finished 
form. With other books, although there is still a risk that the 
finished book may not live up to the impression made by the text, 
the risk is smaller since the merit of the book is less dependent 
on illustration and design. The books that were chosen after see- 
ing only galley sheets are so marked below.

With the help of the ALA American Heritage Project, the 
Albany Public Library will sponsor a young adult program, Our 
America, Two adult groups, begun in 1952, will be continued. 


Chautaugua County. Ground-breaking ceremonies for the construction of 
a new Fluvanna Free Library building took place on July 26. 


Cortland County. Cortland Free Library reports successful summer ac- 
tivities for children.

Kenneth Barnes, former librarian of the School of 
Business at Cornell University, has been appointed librarian of the 
Hicksville Free Public Library, succeeding Helen Wheeler, 


New York. Leona Durkes, Acting Superintendent of Adult Services, 
New York Public Library has announced that 21 discussion groups 
will meet once every two weeks to discuss "Great Books", 


Niagara County. During the summer Wilson Free Library conducted suc- 
cessful weekly story hours and a Bird Vacation Reading Club. --615 
children borrowed more than 11,000 books through the summer reading 
club of the Lockport Public Library. --A contract has been made to 
erect a $15,000 building for the Newfane Free Library. 


Onondaga County. A long cherished dream of Frieda F, Gates, director 
of the Syracuse Public Library, has been fulfilled. The Art and 
Music Department and the Reference Department have exchanged lo- 
cations thus bringing the Reference and Periodical Departments and 
the overflow of reference books closer together.

St. Lawrence County. Florence EZ, Hall, who has served as librarian 

for the Canton Free Library for over 30 years, announced her re- 
tirement July 1. Miss Hall's retirement resulted in several changes 
in libraries of the "North Country." Mrs. Phyllis F, Clark, librar- 
ian of the Ogdensburg Public Library, succeeds Miss Hall as librar- 
ian of the Canton Free Library; and Mrs. Marian Brickey, librarian 
of the Massena Public Library, has moved to Ogdensburg to replace 
Mrs. Clark. 


Steuben County, The Corning Public Library carried out a successful 
summer program.

icals and eliminate some duplication. —~After a lapse of several 
years, the Mount Vernon Public Library restored bookmobile service 
on July lst. The new bookmobile, under the supervision of Dorothy 
L. Sedgwick, carries approximately 2,500 volumes, -=-The White Plains 
Public Library, in cooperation with the Westchester Color Camera 
Club, has prepared a colored slide sequence with accompanying vocal 
recording on the use and importance of books and libraries in the 
community.

Educational Anniversaries in 1954: The 1954 Convocation of the Board of 
Regents of the University of the State of New York will be held in April 
instead of October as has been customary. It will commemorate three 
great anniversary dates: 1784 which was the date of the establishment 

of Regents of the University; 1854 which represents the final establish- 
ment of the Free public school system and the creation of the office of 
Superintendent of Public Instruction; 1904 passage of the unification act 
which brought together under the Regents the public schools, the colleges 
and the public libraries. 

The State Library is planning an extensive exhibit to be a part of 
this commemoration. It will welcome suggestions from other libraries as 
to the form and content of this exhibit. At the same time it will be very 
happy to assist other libraries who, as a part of the University of the 
State of New York, may wish to recognize these anniversaries in prepar- 
ing exhibits, programs or other types of recognition. 


County Library Planning Institute: An Institute on County Library Plan- 
ning, co-sponsored by the Library Trustees Foundation and the NYLA and 
administered by University College of Syracuse University, was held at 
Maxwell School, September 10 and 11. Seventy-five librarians, trustees 
and government officials from counties throughout the State attended; 27 
of the 43 counties now without library service were represented. Topics 
discussed at the Institute included the "why" of larger units of service, 
provisions of the state-aid law for county and multi-county systems, types 
of services and organization possible, budgeting, and procedures and re- 
quirements for getting plans approved. 


Spear Returns to Extension Division: Jack B. Spear, who left the Library 
Extension Division in Sept. 1952 to direct the ALA's American Heritage 
Program, has been appointed Head of the State Library's Traveling librar- 
ies Section and Library for the Blind. Margaret Monroe, who has served 

as assistant to the Director of the American Heritage Project, will direct 
the Project this year. 


Social Security Measure Interpreted: Enabling legislation passed by the 
1953 State legislature has recently been implemented in the form of a 
contract between the State and Federal governments. The following ex- 
cerpt from a memorandum prepared by a member of the Education Department's 
Law Division helps to clarify the application of this program to librar- 
ies: "In the first instance the governing board of the local unit will 
need to make a determination as to whether to make social security cover- 
age available for any of its employees. As I understand it, if the local 
government is not a participating agency in the State Employees Retirement 
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System it can enter into an agreement with the State Department of Audit 

and Control providing for coverage for all of its non teaching employees 
by social security. If it is a participating agency in the State Employees 
Retirement System, however, there will need to be a determination as to 
which classes of employees can be excluded from the State Employees Re- 
tirement System and thus made eligible for coverage in the social security 
program. When a district is a member of the State Employees Retirement 
System it is compulsory that competitive and non competitive employees 
join the State Employees Retirement System so that it would be only em- 

ie Ployees outside of those two general classes for which social security 

coverage could be made available.

signed the audio visual postal rate bill which now makes it possible to 
send films and related educational material at book rates.

library; and Dr. Mark Van Doren, professor of English, Columbia University. 
Carl Carmer will be principal speaker at the Saturday evening banquet in 
the Hotel Ten Eyck at 7:30 p.m. 



















Certification Regulations Amended: The Board of Regents has approved an 
amendment to the certification regulations making it possible, upon the 
recommendation of the examination committee, to grant a public librarians' 
professional certificate without examination to professional librarians 
seeking appointment in a public library in New York State upon the follow- 
ing conditions: a That the candidate has submitted evidence indicating 
that he possesses educational and experience qualifications fully equiv- 
alent to those that are required in this State; and (1) That he is and 
has been for a period of at least ten years in the practice of professional 
librarianship and that he now holds and has held for a period of at least 
five years a position or positions which, in the judgement of the examina- 
tion committee, are equivalent to, or higher than, the position of library 

‘, director in a public library serving a population of 250,000 or more; and 
(2) That he furnishes satisfactory evidence ef his practice of profess- 
ional librarianship by documents or by interview with the committee, as 

- the committee may direct. »b Candidates applying for a certificate under 

this subdivision must pay the statutory fee required for the issuance of 

the certificate.

Libraries Included in Educational Television Program: Beginning Tuesday, 
Sept. 15 at 10:30 a.m., the libraries of the Mohawk-Hudson region initi- 
ated a half-hour television program as part of a series sponsored by the 
newly organized Mohawk-Hudson Educational Television Council. WRGB, 
Schenectady, has allotted an hour a day, Monday through Friday, to edu- 
cational television, one half-hour to in-home programs, the second half- 
hour, to in-school programs. The library series is called "World of 
Books." lL. Marion Moshier and Florence Boochever will act as coordinators 
for the series. 

For the first 13-week series, Saratoga, Albany, Canajoharie and Schenec- 
tady will be responsible for programs in that order. On Sept. 15, the 
Saratoga Springs Public Library will present a program on children's books; 
on Sept. 22, the State Library will show how an author writes a book; on 
Sept. 29, the Canajoharie Library and Art Gallery will tell about its art 
collection; on Oct. 6, the Schenectady County Public Library will tele-~ 
vise its business and technical collection.
